Second murder 
trial now looms

A 10-year-old gangland style 
double murder returned to 
court last week, as a convicted 
murderer testified a former 
friend (arrested last month) ac- 
tually did the killings in 
Romulus. 

The state prison inmate Ro- 
bert Williams, formerly of Tay- 
lor, also testified that the new 
accused killer, Mark Sennett of 
Southgate, had purchased a 
9mm handgun on credit back 
in 1985 and hours later shot 
and killed the two male vic- 
tims, including the former gun 
owner. 

The testimony against 39 
year-old Sennett was offered 
by Williams, also 39, who is 
now spending a life term in 
prison after being convicted of 
killing the same two men as 
they sat in a parked car on Cal- 
ifornia Street in Romulus back 
on April 6, 1985. 

Williams was convicted of 
two first degree murder 
charges a decade ago and a fel- 
ony firearm rap. 

The victims were Van 
Hooper, 25 years of age when 
he died, and David Stanley, 
then 27. Both victims lived in 
Taylor at the time of their 
murders. 

The Michigan Appeals 
Court ordered last year that 
Williams should be given a 
new trial, since he was not of- 
fered his Miranda rights early 
enough in the murder probe 
back in 1985. 

Instead of a new trial, Will- 
iams reportedly has agreed to 
plead guilty to second degree 
murder and be given credit for 
the time he has served. The 
felony firearms charge report- 
edly would be dismissed, but 
the Wayne County Prosecutor’s 
office said all this would be 
contingent upon Williams tes- 
tifying against Sennett in the 
upcoming murder trial. 

Little emotion was dis- 
played between the two for- 
mer friends, as Williams 
testified against Sennett be- 
fore 34th District Court Judge 
Tina Green. 

Williams more than hour- 
long testimony detailed the 
various travels he and Sennett 
had taken that fateful night 
back in 1985. 

He told Green that Hooper 


had agreed to sell the 9 mm 
gun to Sennett only hours be- 
fore the double murder. Will- 
iams said he witnessed 
Sennett shoot the two men to 
death and then drove the gun- 
man from the scene in 
Romulus. 

Since he was the last one 
known to have possession of 
the gun, Williams said, he 
talked Sennett into disposing 
of it shortly after the killings. 
Williams said he himself threw 
the weapon into the Detroit 
River. The gun was never 
recovered. 

Williams said he also con- 
vinced Sennett, he should take 
a shower and discard his 
clothes and the cowboy boots 
he was wearing at the time of 
the shootings. 

Sennett agreed to shower 
and tossed his clothes into a 
dumpster outside a bar they 
visited that night. He later 
threw his boots out the car 
window as they were driving 
around. 

Williams was asked why he 
told Sennett to take such 
actions. 

Williams related, “I told 
him police might find traces of 
blood or gun powder residue 
on them.” 

The defense attorney asked, 
“Where did you learn of such a 
possibility?” 

Williams answered matter- 
of-factly, “Oh, I’ve seen it on 
TV several times!” 

Williams later was asked, 
“Have you ever had a job?” 

He said, “Oh yeah, I worked 
in construction for two years 
back in 1980-81.” 

He then was asked further, 
“Is that the only job you ever 
had?” 

Williams answered, “No, I 
worked for two months a year 
or two later.” 

Romulus Detective Sgt. Mic- 
hael Ondejko reported both 
victims were shot in the head 
and body about nine times 
each. The bodies were not dis- 
covered until the following 
evening, since both men fell 
onto the seat of the car after 
being shot and the street the 
car was parked on was not well 
traveled. 

Green bound the case 
against Sennett over to the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
for a hearing on Oct. 11.

Voters to decide 
on library union

Romulus voters will be 
given a chance next year to de- 
cide whether the Romulus 
Public Library will join the 
planned Wayne County Dis- 
trict Library. 

Doug Whittaker, Wayne 
County’s head librarian, said it 
was hoped that all 23 commu- 
nities that could join the new 
federation would have de- 
cided by now. 

But it has been a slow pro- 
cess, since he has started to 
personally visit each govern- 
ing body to explain the impact 
of the new library union. 

The Romulus Council thus 
became the fifth of the commu- 
nities to support the new li- 
brary district concept and 
allow it to go to the voters next 
year. The council voted 6-0 
with Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks absent 

Romulus head librarian Di- 
ane Hazen also was in atten- 
dance to support the Romulus 
entry into the new district. 

Whittaker told the city coun- 
cil that the Romulus Public Li- 
brary is now open only 38 
hours a week rather than the 
needed 50 hours. 

The turnover time for li- 
brary books, etc. should be ev- 
ery 12 years, but in Romulus it 
takes place every 27 years, 
Whittaker said. 

While Romulus became the 
fifth community to support the 
new library district concept, 
Whittaker said, 11 other towns 
are currently studying the is- 
sue. He was extremely pleased 
with the Romulus council’s

support, Whittaker said, as he 
felt many would follow Ro- 
mulus’s lead since they are re- 
spected by their peers. 

Whittaker expects that the 
library issue will be voted 
upon in August 1996. 

Four other communities 
have voted to develop inde- 
pendent libraries, including 
Wayne, Westland, Redford and 
Flat Rock. 

But even those libraries will 
probably develop special 
pacts with the new district, he 
said. 

In an advanced letter to the 
council, city Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski stated, “Once 
the district is formed, its board 
will need time to work out the 
details with the communities 
participating, for lease agree-

Many white students will 
flee from Romulus schools to 
the Huron School District or 
other suburban schools if the 
state legislature passes a bill 
to allow youth to attend the 
school of their choice, Ro- 
mulus Superintendent Dr. 
William Bedell warned the 
Michigan House Education 
Committee last week. 

Bedell, speaking in emo- 
tional terms, told the state rep- 
resentatives that the Romulus 
School District will file a fed- 
eral suit to block such action, 
if the school of choice concept 
is approved by both the House 
of Representatives and Senate 
and signed into law by Gov. 
John Engler. 

No action on the bill was 
taken that day (Sept. 26), but 
Bedell also warned that Ro 
mulus would file civil rights vi- 
ol ati on charges on the 
Michigan level if the bill be- 
comes law. 

Bedell and Romulus School 
Board trustees have been at 
war with the Engler adminis- 
tration, since the days when 
Romulus was considered “out 
of formula.” 

The superintendent said he 
expects numerous multi-racial 
districts to lose many of their 
white students to neighboring 
schools, if the district borders 
are forced open. 

“If you folks pass this legis- 
lation, we will lose massive nu- 
mbers of white children and 
we will be able to demonstrate 
it. We have watched this hap- 
pen before,” Bedell said. 

When Romulus was listed as 
an “out of formula” school dis- 
trict, a number of white stu- 
dents’ parents asked 
permission to switch their 
children to Huron Schools. 
Permission was granted at that 
time by Romulus Schools. 

Now the loss of such stu- 
dents is devastating finan- 
cially to a school district, 
because of Proposal A re- 
forms. 
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Dr. William Bedell 

Assistant Romulus Superin- 
tendent Joel Carr said he 
knows for a fact that if the dis- 
trict doors are thrown wide 
open, many current Inkster 
students would opt to go to 
schools in Romulus. 

Education Committee 
Chairman Rep. William Bryant 
(R-Grosse Pointe Farms) coun 
tered Bedell by saying he dirt 
not think that school of choice 
changes would create racial 
segregation problems in Midi 
igan. 

“We are already under 
funded by the state,” Bedell 
said, “since school money 
comes from the income tax. Wo 
get little more than we did la- 
fore in this boom year of sales, 
he said. What will schools do 
when sales are down statewide 
and the state has little to dis- 
perse to any school district?” 

In addition Bedell warned 
school bonding issues will suf- 
fer badly, “because if your 
children are going to out-of- 
town schools, why would you 
vote to support any local 
school district building up 
grades?” 

Offering students a choice 
of school districts may sound 
like a valid opportunity, Bedell 
said, but as usual our state 
leaders are not thinking the is- 
sue through enough."

Women arraigned on 
vehicular homicide 


The two women accused of 
the high speed pursuit of C’rys 
tal Deyampert, the 22-year old 
Inkster woman killed after her 
car slammed into a tractor- 
trail, were arraigned Sept. 26 
on vehicular homicide 
charges. 

Nicole Gibson, 21, and 
Wendy Smith, 23, will face an 
Oct. 5 preliminary exant after 
two not guilty pleas were en- 
tered on their behalf by Judge 
C. Charles Bokos of the 18th 
District Court in Westland. The 
two women were arrested fol- 
lowing the Sept. 19 death of 
Deyampert at the intersection 
of Inkster and Van Born Roads 
in Westland. 

The two Inkster residents 
are also accused of leaving the 
scene of a personal injury acci- 
dent alter chasing Deyampert 
more than two and one half 
miles down Inkster Road at 
speeds up to 80 mph. Accord- 
ing to police, the chase ensued 
after Deyampert and a friend 
were involved in a verbal al 
tercation outside the Side 
Pocket bar on Inkster Road 


and Cherry Hill. 

Allegedly Deyampert and 
the passenger of her 1995 
Toyota Camry, Sharon Ed- 
wards, were leaving the bar 
when Gibson and Smith began 
pursuing them down Inkster, 
possibly fearing for her safety, 
Deyampert ran a red traffic 
signal at Inkster and Van Born 
and collided with a double 
trailer truck going westbound 
through the intersection. 

Deyampert’s body was 
thrown from the vehicle after 
impact. Edwards suffered a 
broken jaw and several inter- 
nal injuries but was subse- 
quently released from 
University of Michigan in Ann 
Arbor. 

Gibson was released from 
custody on a $10,000 personal 
bond following the arraign- 
ment, yet Smith was issued a 
$50,000 cash bond as she was 
determined to be the driver of 
the car. The women could face 
up to 15 years in prison on ve- 
hicular homicide charges and 
five years for fleeing the scene 
of a personal injury accident.

Airlines major hub airport, 
with Northwest serving 70.8 
percent of the boarding pas- 
sengers and 60 percent of the 
gates at the airport. 

McNamara admits that 
“there is much to be done be- 
fore a (ceremonial) shovel hits 
the ground. Our objective is to 
negotiate cooperatively with 
Northwest to design a finan- 
cial strategy and develop an ef- 
ficient, convenient and cost- 
effective terminal complex." 

McNamara urged those in 
attendance at the news confer- 


ence not to confuse Metro Aii- 
port's plans with those of the 
new Denver Airport that was 
continually plagued with con 
struction delays and cost over- 
runs before it opened. 

Metro Airport’s existing ter- 
minal complex has experi 
enced 23 consecutive months 
of record-breaking passenger 
traffic, McNamara related. 

Northwest alone handled a 
74 percent increase in arriving 
international passengers in 
the last 12 months, he said. 
Metro Airport in 1993 passed 


Minneapolis/St. Paul Airport 
and Boston’s Logan Airport in 
total passengers served. 

McNamara also stated that 
the Geneva based Airports 
Council International, world- 
wide passenger traffic in- 
creased six percent the first 
six months of this year and 4.9 
percent throughout North 
America. 

Metro Airport at the same 
time showed an even more 
substantial 10.9 percent hike, 
McNamara said proudly. 

Nearly $500 million has 
been spent on capital improve- 
ments at Metro Airport since 
1987, with such major projects 
as a new crosswind runway, a 
runway extension to accomo- 
date long-haul international 
flights, property acquisition 


for a fourth parallel runway, a* 
new control tower, new park 
ing deck and a new south ac ‘ 
cess road under construction.' * 
But despite ail this work,' 
McNamara revealed local 
roadways, curb fronts, bag ' 
claim areas and passenger 
hold rooms remain congested. 

“We need more interna- 
tional gates in Detroit right 
now and we have our eye on 
several exciting new interna 
tional destinations in the near 
future,” Washburn said. 

Metro Airport now provides 
non-stop service to more than 
100 destinations worldwide 
and Northwest lauches more 
than 350 daily flights from 
here, McNamara said.

Romulus man arrested 
in Brownstown murder

A 20-year-old Romulus man 
was arrested recently for 
shooting a Southgate resident 
to death following an argu- 
ment in a Southgate bar with 
his own father, Brownstown 
Township police said. 

Charged with murder and a 
felony firearm violation were 
Jerry A. Metcalf Jr. of Romulus 
and Jonathon D. Sylvester, 20, 
of New Boston. 

Both men were arraigned in 
Woodhaven’s 33rd District 
Court on Sept. 19. Judge Do- 
nald Swank refused bond for 
Metcalf and set a $100,000 cash 
bond for Sylvester. Both men 
are currently in the Wayne 
County Jail. 

The pair were arrested 


Sept. 17 in Brownstown Towns- 
hip following a high speed 
chase that ended at Huron 
High School. 

A tracking dog was called in 
shortly after police heard a 
shooting death had occurred 
and they searched the area 
near Rancho Road between 
Pennsylvania and Sibley 
roads. 

A short time later they 
found the body of Russell A. 
Danko, 21, of Southgate, who 
had been shot four times, 
three times in the front torso 
area and once in the back, po- 
lice said. 

Police Chief Dan Grant said 
the shot in the back pierced 
one of Mr. Danko’s arteries and 
he ultimately bled to death. 

Police speculate that Met- 
calf shot Danko, after he re- 


fused to return to a Southgate 
bar where Metcalf earlier had 
an argument with his own fa- 
ther and friends. 

The chief discounted claims 
that the shooting might have 
been sparked by possession of 
a leather jacket or the atten- 
tions of a woman. 

According to police the 
younger Metcalf and Danko 
had been in the bar earlier 
and an argument developed 
between Metcalf and his fa- 
ther. Then Metcalf reportedly 
began to berate his father’s 
friends and Metcalf was asked 
to leave the bar. 

Grant said police recovered 
the expensive, but unre- 
gistered, handgun along the 
side of the road. 


New steel plant to add 1 50 jobs

More than 150 new jobs are 
expected to be created by a 
planned new venture in Ro- 
mulus between Shiloh Indus- 
tries and Rouge Steel. 

State Rep. Greg Pitoniak (D- 
Taylor) said the job plan 
1 earned a $5.6 million tax credit 
. from the Michigan Economic 
Growth Authority (MEGA) 
Board. 

The Single Business Tax 
and income tax credits will aid 
the two companies open a new 


$17 million facility within Ro- 
mulus, Pitoniak said. The 
plant will produce engineered 
steel blanks under the name 
Shiloh of Michigan Inc. 

It is estimated the plant will 
create 153 direct jobs and a 
projected 224 spin-off jobs. 

Shiloh Industries, an Ohio 
based company, has invested 
$30 million in this joint ven- 
ture, Pitoniak said, and plans 
to break ground next month 
and have the plant fully opera- 
tional in three years. 

“This is an important pro- 
ject for Romulus, because it 


will show companies inter- 
ested in doing business in 
Michigan that we have what it 
takes to attract good paying, 
skilled jobs,” Pitoniak said. 

MEGA was created in April 
to help promote high quality 
job creation in Michigan. The 
tax credits program in MEGA 
is used to encourage busi- 
nesses from both within and 
outside the state to expand 
and relocate in Michigan. 

Up to 25 projects may be 
chosen for such approval by 
the MEGA board each year, 
Pitoniak said.

City officials voted Monday 
night to increase their pres- 
sure on Wayne County and De- 
troit Metro Airport officials in 
relation to the long promised 
but stalled property buy outs 
and building soundproofing 
efforts. 

Councilmen William Wad- 
sworth and Michael Prybyla 
supported by three council 
peers voted to support a reso- 
lution demanding quick reso- 
lution of the 1992 county 
promises that homes and other 
key buildings near certain sec 
tions of the airport would be 
soundproofed.

Citizens are reminded to 
stay in the kitchen whenever 
anything is cooking and to be 
neat. Built-up grease catches 
fire easily and flammable ob- 
jects like potholders, curtains, 
loose clothing or dish towels 
can catch fire when they come 
in contact with stove burners. 
Pot handles should be turned 
in toward the stove and out of 
the reach of children. 

Being alert when cooking is 
essential, as studies show that 
43 percent of the people who 
have died in cooking fires 
were asleep. 

Smoking and the careless 
use of smoking materials is 
still the major cause of fire-re- 
lated deaths in the home. Par- 
ents are reminded to keep 
matches and lighters out of the 
reach of children. 

Furnaces, wood and coal 


stoves, and chimneys should 
be inspected and cleaned an 
nually by a professional. Por- 
table space heaters should be 
placed at least three feet away 
from walls, furniture, or other 
combustible materials. 

Everyone should have a 
planned fire escape from their 
home. Families are enoour 
aged to develop an escape 
plan together, remembering to 
have at least two unobstructed 
exits (doors and windows) 
from each room. The escape 
plan should be practiced. A 
meeting place outside the 
home should be decided upon 
where eveiyone will meet in 
the event of a fire emergency. 

• If your home or apartment 
doesn’t have an adequate nu- 
mber of smoke detectors stop 
by your local hardware or re- 
tail store and buy a device. 
Most units cost about $7. 

• Check those smoke detec- 
tors already installed in your 
home on regular basis. The de- 
vices aren’t useful if the bat- 
teries are old. 

• Install smoke detectors on 
the ceiling or on an inside wall 
just below the ceiling. If the 
ceiling is below an uninsul- 
ated attic or a mobile home, 
the detector should be placed 
on the wall 6-12 inches below 
the ceiling. 

• Keep a telephone outlet 
near your bed if you should be 
trapped by a fire. 

• A working flashlight or 
white cloth with which to sig- 
nal firefighters from your win- 
dow is a smart safety 
precaution.

An Ordinance of the City of Romulus Providing That the Code or 
Ordinances Chapter 14 be Amended by Adding a New Article 111 mid

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short l itle 

This ordinance shall be know and cited as the City of Romulus Anti- 
Graffiti Ordinance. 

Section 2: Purpose and Intent 

Graffiti on public and private property is a blighting factor which not 
only depreciates the value of the property, but also the value of the . 
adjacent and surrounding communities. The City Council finds that ' 
graffiti or related inscribed material is obnoxious and authorizes that a ’ 
program be instituted allowing for the use of City funds to remove \ 
graffiti on public and private property. It is the intent of the City 
Council of Romulus to provide for the prohibition of the placement of 
graffiti on public and private property its set forth in this Ordinance. 
Section 3: Chapter 14 

Garbage mid Refuse is amended by changing its name to Garbage, 
Refuse and Nuisance mid adding a new article III commencing with 
Section 14-25 through 14-27 and renumber the remaining article 
accordingly, as follows: 

Section 14-26. 

Graffiti Defined. 

Graffiti shall mean the unauthorized inscribing, spraying of paint or 
making of ink, chalk, dye or other similar substance on public or ; 
private buildings, structures and places. 

Section 14-27. 

Graffiti Prohibited. 

(a) It shall be unlawful for miy person to paint chalk or otherwise 
apply graffiti on public or privately owned structures located on public 
or privately owned real property within this City. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for the owner of any private property to permit 
graffiti to remain so as to be capable of being viewed by a person 
utilizing any public right-of-way in the City, such as a road, parkway ! 
or alley, provided the City has given die property owner written nodee 
to remove die graffiu within a period of seven (7) calendar days, mid in 
the seven day period has elapsed. 

Section 14-27. 

Graffiti Removal - Procedure to Remove Graffiti by City With 
Consent of Property Owner. 

Whenever the City’s Public Works Department or Police Department 
or Ordinance Enforcement determines that graffiti is located on public 
or private property so as to be capable of being viewed by a person 
utilizing miy public right-of-way, and the owner of the property con- ; 
sent s to die removal by the City of the graffiti, the City shall be 
authorized to provide for the removal of the graffiu as follows: 

(a) It shall be the owner's responsibility to paint out the graffiti within 
five (5) calendar days from the receipt of nouce. 

(b) The City may remove the graffiti upon consent of die owner of die 
property. If die city provides for the removal of graffiu, it shall not 
audiorize nor undertake to provide for die painting of repair of miy 
more extensive area that where the graffiu is located. 

(c) Pnor to the removal of graffiti, the City shall obtain written consent 
of the owner and the owner shall execute mi appropriate release ; 
prepared by the City Attorney. The owner of the property shall be 
charged only for the actual cost incurred by die City to remove die 
graffiti. 

(d) If the owner or party in control does not clean up or consent to 
clean up of die graffiti after notice to correct has been sent pursuant to 
City Code Sec. 14-22 (a), the City can clean up the graf fiti pursuant to 
City Code Sec. 14-22 (b). 

Section 4: Repeal of Conflicting Provisions. 

All resolutions, ordinances or parts diereof in conflict with provisions ! 
of diis ordinance are to die extent of such conflict, hereby repealed. ; 
Section 5: Penalty. 

Anyone found guilty of violating this Section shall be guilty of a > 
misdemeanor mid shall be punished by a fine not to exceed Live * 
Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or by imprisonment not to exceed ninety ! 
(90) days, or both, in the discretion of die court. 

Section 6: Severability 

Should miy clause, sentence, paragraph, sub-section or section of this j 
Article be declared void or otherwise invalid, for any reason, by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not affect any t 
portion of this Article other than the part specifically declared to be j 
void. 

Section 7: Effective Date 

ITiis ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication , 
in the official newspaper.

Mr. Canejo. who served one 
term as mayor pro tern and two 
terms as local councilman, was 
jointly praised for his dedica- 
tion to local residents and his 
untiring effort in making sure 
various projects in Romulus 
were completed, even if he

tem needs overhauling. These conclusions were 
ipade after a sampling of residents voiced their opin- 
ions to an MCN commissioned telephone interviewer 
"earlier this week. 

Is this a surprise to anyone? I think not! Although 
! niany of the people we called think Johnny Cochran 
jctid an exceptional job defending O.J. (whatever hap- 
pened to Robert Shapiro and F. Lee Bailey), most con- 

• elude the circumstantial evidence clearly pointed to 
O.J. 

i I find the second conclusion to be the more inter- 
esting. Most people surveyed were dissatisfied with 
oiir system of criminal justice. The length of the trial 
as well as the minute details drove most people to 
boredom. 

I can only concur. I believe Judge Ito in an effort to 

• exhibit total fairness to both the prosecution and de- 
fense went overboard in the beginning by allowing 
[Cochran and company, and Clark and friends, to run 
[rampant in the courtroom. It has only been in the last 
;few months that Ito has put his gavel down and de- 
manded that lawyers respect his authority. If Ito 
would have been more demanding and limiting to the 
length and breadth of prosecution and defense argu- 
ments, this trial could have been over six months 
ago. 

If I were a juror charged with deciding this case, I 
would have mentally exploded months ago. You can 
only beat a good horse to death so many times, and 
every detail of these murders has been talked about 
over and over. I can’t imagine a single juror waiting 
this long to make up his mind. Most people had 
penned guilt or innocence on O.J. before this trial 
started. 

And this deal about keeping the jury sequestered. 
Can that possibly work? Can these people be shel- 
tered from the incredible publicity generated by the 
trial? I think not. It is time to review the sequester- 
ing procedures. We are in the midst of the informa- 
tion age and it is naive to think, or even expect that 
jurors can be sheltered from the biggest news story 
ever. 

Wholesale condemnation of our criminal justice 
system has got to be a concern of judges, lawyers and 
lawmakers. For the first time, thanks to television, 
the great majority of the American population was 
treated to a system that already had its fair share of 
critics. Here are some of the comments our pollster 
garnered: 

• This is a sad chapter in American history. All the 
jokes demeaning lawyers now seem to be true. This 
is a case of dollars winning out over justice. The sys- 

[ tern needs to be changed so that incidents like this 
won’t happen again. If O.J. was poor, this never would 
have turned into a media spectacle. 

• If you are rich enough, you can tie the justice sys- 
tem up as long as you want. The jury did a great job 
by returning the verdict so quick. 

• If O.J. is not guilty, I have lost all faith in the sys- 
tem. 

• It appears the judge and lawyers were more inter- 
ested in stardom and were making it off of the hard- 
ship of the victims. The trial should have been an ed- 
ucational tool for the average American who doesn’t 
get to see the proceedings of a murder trial. Instead it 
was a circus. 

In case you were wondering, the result of our 
phone poll was 64 percent believed O.J. was guilty 
and 30 percent agreed with the jury. Six percent of 
the people we surveyed were undecided. 

For the rest of us, life is never going to be the same. 
The real courtroom drama hooked millions of Ameri- 
j cans who often chose watching the court action on 
television over any other activity. We all became 
well-versed in the inner workings of a courtroom. We 
shared opinions on the degree on ineptitude we felt 
j existed. Readers indicated in our survey that there 
will be many changes to come, and I for one, agree 
that courtroom reform is long overdue. 

This trial might not have served up the justice 
many of us were looking for, however it did serve to 
bring in to crystal-clear focus the need to reform the 
| system.

Utility has plans 
for solar energy 


Of all the recent major 
league baseball stadiums built 
in the Onited States, the Tiger 
Stadium project will be fi- 
nanced by the most private 
dollars. In addition, it will be 
the only major-league ballpark 
to not require an increase in 
taxes to generate funding. 

The Michigan Strategic 
Fund, created by law in 1984. 
operates several business fi- 
nance programs and supports 
a variety’ of research centers. 
The nine-member board de- 
cided last February to change 
the fund’s focus to assist Michi 
gan communities in infrastruc- 
ture improvements, clearing 
and assembling land for eco- 
nomic development projects. 

The resolution approved by 
the board makes the following 
provisions: 


No casino revenues can be 
used until the City of Detroit 
and Tiger Baseball Club deni 
onstrate evidence of financing 
and legal authorizations. 

All financing must be in 
place by the end of this year 
and stadium construction star- 
ted by April 1, 1996. 

The City and Tigers must 
sign a long-term lease of 15 
years. 

If any party revokes its fund- 
ing commitment prior to the 
completion of construction, 
the State reserves the right to 
revoke its funding. 

Casino revenues can be 
used for public infrastructure 
improvements and land acqui 
sition. No dollars can be used 
towards construction of the 
stadium.

Detroit Edison customers 
can plug into the sun and meet 
a portion of their electric en 
ergy needs from a solar elec- 
tric generating facility the 
utility plans to build next year.

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Paroles violated 

Career criminals go on crime sprees

Despite the passage of tough 
sentencing laws, which is op- 
posed to take career criminals 
off the streets for good, lenient 
parole boards are allowing 
some dangerous criminals to 
run amok. 

Unfortunately, the laws are 
not enforced. 

The problem is serious in 
California, where parolees 
have committed 11 murders 
since 1992. 

But the problem also exists 
in Wayne County, where parole 
laws are also routinely ig- 
nored. 

For example, take the case 
of Kevin Whittaker, who was 
convicted for breaking into a 
Second Street home in Be 
lleville in 1992 while on pa- 
role. At the time of the break- 
in, Whittaker had a long re- 
cord: four felony and two mis- 
demeanor convictions. 

Despite the criminal pat- 
tern and the 20 unserved years 
remaining on his last sentence, 
he was paroled. Each time he 
was paroled, he committed an 
other crime and received a 
new trial instead of having his 
parole revoked and returning 
to jail, said George Ward, 
Wayne County’s chief assistant 
prosecutor. 

“You can’t get the parole 
board to take anybody back,’’ 
said Ward. 

“I was at a recent revocation 
hearing at Western Wayne 
County prison, where the pa- 
role board failed to revoke the

parole of a parolee who had 
failed eight straight drug tests. 
Typical. There’s never an ef 
fort to revoke parole until the 
parolee commits another fel- 
ony.” 

“Every criminologist in the 
country says that the only thing 
that deters crime is swift and 
certain punishment,” he said. 
“Punishment is not swift when 
a convict, who violates parole 
by committing a felony, is al- 
lowed to remain free while 
awaiting another trial. Such 
unnecessary trials cost Wayne 
County $6 $10 million per 
year.” 

Under a 1988 Michigan law, 
the parole board is supposed 
to revoke parole and require a 
repeat felon to serve out the 
remaining maximum time on 
his sentence. However, ignor- 
ing the law, the Department of 
Corrections has asked boards 
and courts not to impose the 
maximum time. To only re- 
quire repeat felons to serve 
out the time remaining on 


their minimum sentence plus 
their new minimum. 

DOC bureaucrats argue that 
maximum time is too harsh. 

“As a practical matter, you 
can't get parole revoked unless 
you obtain a new felony con 
viction because prison author 
ities desire to disgorge 
prisoners from their over 
crowded prison and not take 
back anybody unless they ab- 
solutely have to,” said Ward. 
“For the last 30 years or more, 
all governors - Democrat or 
Republican — have issued 
early prison release orders.” 

Michigan’s prison popula- 
tion has grown from 12,000 to 
40,000 during the last decade, 
Ward said. 

To enforce Michigan’s law 
requiring parolees convicted 
of felonies to serve their maxi- 
mum sentence, Ward won a 
Circuit Court lawsuit against 
DOC. The lawsuit sought to 
compel the prison bureaucrats 
to make career criminal Gre- 
gory Young, who had racked 
up 14 convictions, including 
seven felonies, serve out his 
maximum times after violating 
his parole. 

“Young, who mostly oper- 
ates in Wayne County, has 47 
unused years remaining from 
previous sentences,” said 
Ward. “He has been convicted 
of dangerous crimes, such as 
armed robbery, aggressive as- 
sault, and possession and de- 
livery of hard drugs.” 

But DOC continues to op- 
pose Ward’s efforts to throw 
the book at Young, and has ap- 
pealed the lower court’s deci- 


sion to require Young to sene 
his previous maximum sen 
tence. 

“The public is unaware of 
what's going on,” said Ward. “It 
only knows that felons get con- 
victed and receive a long sen 
tence. Nobody pays attention 
to what parole authorities do. 
The most shocking example is 
the Young case.” 

Ward proposes to handle 
parole violators differently. Vi 
olators would have an admin- 
istrative hearing, costing the 
state only $500. The average 
Wayne County trial costs 
$5,000. 

Whenever a criminal war- 
rant is requested by a police 
officer, the prosecutor's office 
would check to see if the sus 
pect is a parolee. If so, the sus- 
pect would be taken to an 
administrative tribunal for a 
short hearing instead of to 
court to begin a drawn out pro- 
cess. 

“The matter could be 
wrapped up in five days,” said 
Ward. “Due process would be 
followed.” 

As a result of his conflict 
with DOC, Ward is urging the 
state legislature to pass “truth 
in sentencing” and “determi- 
nate sentencing” laws. 

“Truth in sentencing” would 
guarantee that convicts do not 
receive early paroles. 

“I support the ‘truth in sen- 
tencing’ bill and am develop 
ing legislative guidelines right 
now,” said State Sen. Bill Van 
Regenmorter (Grand Rapids- 
R), chairman of the senate’s ju- 
diciary committee. 


Doves’ status remains as song birds 


In response to thousands of 
calls and letters from the peo- 
ple of Michigan, State Repre- 
sentative James Mick 
Middaugh, chairman of the 
House Conservation, Environ- 
ment and Great Lakes Commit- 
tee, announced today that the 
committee will not hold hear- 
ings on Senate Bill 529 during 
the current session of the 
legislature. 

The senate bill, which 
would reclassify the mourning 


dove from a song bird to a 
game bird, was passed in late 
May by the Michigan Senate 
and referred to the House Con 
servation, Environment and 
Great Lakes Committee. 

After hearing from thou- 
sands of Michigan residents, 
consulting with the House 
leadership, committee mem- 
bers and many House mem- 
bers, Chairman Middaugh has 
decided that S.B. 529 will re- 
main in committee due to lack 


of support during this legisla- 
tive session. 

“After listening to the peo- 
ple of Michigan over the sum- 
mer and talking with 
committee members and other 
legislators, I have come to the 
conclusion that even if we 
managed to get the bill on the 
floor, there would not be 
enough votes for it to pass the 
House,” stated Middaugh. 

Representative Middaugh, 
an avid sports person, has re- 


ceived thousands of calls and 
letters all summer from peo- 
ple who felt very strongly 
about this issue both pro and 
con. 

“I asked the people of Mich- 
igan to contact my office with 
their views on this legislation. 
The response has been clear, 
whether be it through letters, 
calls, petitions, or polling,” 
said Middaugh. "It is clear that 
this decision is the desire of 
the people of Michigan.”

Food and psychics make 
dining at Farwell & Friends 
an unpredictable pleasure

At 1 p.m., Tuesday, I 
dropped into Farwell & 
Friends (8051 Middlebelt 
Road, Westland) to lunch and 
watch the OJ jury announce 
their verdict. 

Fortunately, the day turned 
out as well for my tummy as it 
did for OJ. My unanimous ver- 
dict was that, without a 
shadow of doubt, I had a great 
lunch that, unlike OJ’s “Dream 
Team” lawyer extravaganza, 
was extremely inexpensive. 

For $2.95, I had a complete 
lunch: a breadstick basket, a 
bowl of Coney soup, two large 
stuffed cabbages, mashed po 
tatoes, and noodles and vege- 
tables. My excellent yet 
inexpensive meal is charac- 
teristic of Fanvell’s success in 
providing fine dining - both 
food and atmosphere - at af- 
fordable prices. 

“Unlike fancy restaurants. 


we give big portions,” said 
owner Bill Farwell. 

The portions were large and 
10-year Chef Alan Wasinski’s 
culinary imagination was on 
target. Take my Coney soup. 
Adding Coney Island ingre- 
dients - sliced franks, ground 
round, chopped onions, and 
chili - to a broth and creating 
the first improvement on the 
classic Coney in 50 years. The 
stuffed cabbages contained 
about one-half pound of 
ground meat flaked with vege- 
table bits. Talk about value. I 
received two for the half the 
price of one. And the rest of my 
plate was filled with a moun- 
tain of mashed potatoes and a 
mound of vegetable-topped 
noodles. 

Apparently several sea- 
soned citizens agreed with me. 
They ordered the same thing. 
However, I’m a hardcore 
cheapskate. For those willing 
to spend a little more, there 
are 20-ounce New York strip 
steaks - prepared either Cajun 


or au jus with plump mush- 
rooms - for $12.95. The juicy 
steaks are served sizzling with 
soup or salad, a baked potato, 
and bread. Beef eaters who in 
sist on prime rib will be 
pleased with the texture and 
tenderness of the $12.95, 16- 
ounee offering. Fish dishes ex- 
cel, especially the whitefish. 
Gently peppered, then broiled 
in lemon, butter, and garlic un- 
til golden brown, the fish’s 
clear white meat looked as 
fresh as it tasted. Shell fish de- 
votees might prefer the meaty, 
10-ounce lobster tails. Turning 
to fowl, San Francisco Chicken 
is Fanvell’s most popular item 
- an Italian- inspired breaded 
chicken dish. It’s topped with 
cauliflower, broccoli, and Al- 
fredo sauce and served over 
fettucini noodles. Pastas are 
also served as main courses. I 
recommend the shrimp fet- 
tucini parmesan because of 
the jumbo shrimp, which are 
surrounded by carrots, broc- 
coli, beans, and cauliflower. 

The upscale food is at home 
in the 150 seat dining-room. 
Up front the decor is elegant. 
White tablecloths, rose nap- 
kins, and French country fur- 
niture. By the bandstand it’s 
more casual -- paper napkins 
and leather-back recreation 
room chairs. Wherever you sit, 
it’s friendly and full of fun, en- 
hanced by music and psychic 
entertainment. Lost and 
Found, who has been the 
house band for 17 years, pro- 
vides the music. Roaming as- 
trologers provide the 
predictions. My prediction is 
that you will enjoy lunch or 
dinner at Farwell & Friends. 
Hours are 10:30-2 a.m., 
Monday-Saturday; and noon-2 
a.m., Sunday.

The creator of Dial "M" For 
Murder. Frederick Knott, was 
an Englishman who visited the 
U S. in 1937 for the first time as 
a member of the Oxford- 
Cambridge tennis team which 
played against Harvard Yale 
at Newport Rhode Island. 

While he was in Newport, 
Knott observed some of the so- 
cial satisfactions enjoyed by 
top tennis players, and this 
helped him create the charac- 
ter of Tony Wendice in Dial 


which is portrayed by John 
James. 

At the outbreak of World 
War II. Knott entered the Brit- 
ish Army and served for six 
years, ending up as a major in 
the Artillery. 

After the war he decided on 
a career as a dramatic writer 
and served a year as a trainee 
with the J. Arthur Rank Film 
organization in London. 

Though he was beginning to 
earn a moderate living by writ- 
ing film treatments, he de- 
cided that if he was ever to get 
anywhere, he would have to 


write a novel or play of his 
own. 

This was the impetus for 
writing Dial “M" For Murder. 
He spent 18 months on it and 
then eight more months in of- 
fering it to several stage pro- 
ducers in London. 

There were no takers. He 
was ready to forget the whole 


thing, when a friend’s interces- 
sion resulted in his converting 
the play into a 90- minute tele- 
vision play which was shown 
over the one television chan- 
nel in England, the 
government-owned British 
Broadcasting Corporation 
March 1952. 

For this, he received the 


sum of 140 pounds or about 
$390, and he hoped that the 
broadcast would result in 
some interest from stage pro- 
ducers. 

But, nothing of that sort oc- 
curred, although the broadcast 
received rave notices from the 
national press. There were, 
however, several small film of- 
fers, the highest bid coming 
from Sir Alexander Korda for 
1,000 pounds or $2,800. 

Knott finally sold the rights 
to Korda for $2,800. After the 
New York success of the play, 
Korda re-sold the film rights to 


Warner Bros, for $146,000 of 
which Knott received nothing. 

Somewhat belatedly, a Lon- 
don producer who had seen 
the play on television offered 
to put it on the stage. This was 
James R Sherwood who pro- 
duced the play at the West- 
minster Theatre June 1952 
where it scored an unqualified 
hit and ran for a year. 

A made for television movie 
of Dial “M” For Murder was 
aired in 1981 starring Angie 
Dickinson, Christopher Plum 
mer, Michael Parks and Ron 
Moody.

computerized scoring; water 
on course; and accurate splits. 

“There is no age limit for 
participants,” said Toivonen. 
“We have many awards for the 
winners of the races. They all 
start in front of the hospital 
and end in front of the hospi- 
tal.” 

The awards are as follows: 
medals will be given to the 
first 35 male/35 female 2-mile 
walkers through chute; medals 
will be given to the first 35 
male/35 female 8K runners 
through chute; awards three 
deep in 8K male/female five 
year age groups; special 
awards to overall male and fe- 
male 8K winners; and special 
awards to the first Oakwood 
Healthcare System male/ 
female 8K and 2 mile finishers. 

“Last year we had some 
elite runners, and we expect to 
have some this year,” said 
Toivonen. “Our race is defi- 
nitely getting a lot of attention 
from the professional runners. 
We were featured in Michigan 
Runner magazine last year, 
and we were said to be the fas- 
test growing 8K race in the 
state.” 

In 1991 there were 270 par- 
ticipants in Red October, the 
first year for the race.

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Father targets advertisers through new advocacy group

One area father i.s tired of 
the “brainwashing effects ' he 
feels advertisements have on 
today's youth. 

Recognizing the need for ac- 
tion, Peter Narsisan has orga 
nized DAADD, Dads Against 
Alcohol and Drug Destruction 
“We’re not out to ban alco 
hoi or the advertisement of al 
eohol products, we are out to 


stop the reckless portrayal of 
young people in television 
commercials and on bill 
boards that convince kids life 
can only be great if alcohol is 
involved. " said Narsisan. 

The retired auto worker 
says drunk driving didn’t 
strike a cord with him until he 
met a father that had lost his 
son to a drunk driver. Narsisan 
says some parents don’t know 
how alcohol is effecting their 
children until it’s too late. 


"Companies peddling tobacco 
and alcohol, legal or not. are 
not taking responsibility for 
the process that follows the 
sale of their products," said 
Narsisan. “When they target 
children they're demonstrat- 
ing their lack of accountability 
in young people's lives.” 

Narsisan says he and the 
Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing, MADD, organization will 
work hand-in-hand to try and 
address these issues. “MADD 


initially involved mothers in 
the fight against drinking and 
driving. DAADD is going to try 
and get fathers off their butts 
and get them involved in the 
process collectively,” said Nar- 
sisan. "We want to encourage 
everyone, even people without 
children to take a stand 
against the destruction drugs 
and alcohol are having on our 
youth.” 

The DAADD organization 
will host regular meetings at 


different locations throughout 
the city featuring guest 
speakers and active group par- 
ticipation. 

Narsisan feels MADD does 
a great job of educating young 
people in the classroom, how- 
ever, he is hoping DAADD ad- 
vocates will educate the state’s 
legislation that the laws need 
to be changed before further 
destruction occurs. 

“Year after year big com- 
panies are spending billions of 


dollars on advertising that is 
essentially killing our chil- 
dren,” said Narsisan. “They 
are profiting on young people 
drinking and then becoming 
alcoholics because they think 
the products will solve their 
problems, make their life 
great, just like they see in the 
ads.”

Despite the pressure from 
the Monroe defense. Evans 


managed to complete nine of 
16 passes for 180-yards. 
Flanker Roy Chambers ac- 
counted for five of those 
receptions. 

Running back Fred Russell 
rushed for 65 yards on seven 
carries. 

Despite the lopsided score, 
it could have been worst for 


the Eagles if it were not for the 
performances of linebacker 
Keith Miller and Aaron Sten- 
ngi. who stood out on defense.

Jaguar takes giant leap into U.S. market

If it was not for the lack of 
media attention, I would say 
that I felt like royalty while be- 
hind the wheel of the 1995 Jag- 
uar XJ6 sedan. 

Kidding aside, I must admit 
that this is a car that I thought I 
would never have the oppor- 
tunity to drive let alone possi- 
bly own. 

Let me explain. With Ford 
Motor Company owning a large 
portion of Jaguar, a dramatic 
transformation has occurred. 
To start with, lease programs 
consisting of two years at a cost 
of $699 a month, makes a 
$60,000 automobile not too far 
out of reach for the average 
Joe. This is a concept that was 
inconceivable just five years 
ago. 

Second, the reliability pro- 
grams that once plagued this 
graceful cat are nearly nonexi- 
stent No longer will there be a 
puddle left in the driveway 
when you go to leave for work 
in the morning. 

What is not missing is the 
Connolly leather and the wal- 
nut trim interior. This car con- 
tinues to exhibit the traits that 
Jaguar owners have experi- 
enced and dreamed about 
since the car’s inception. The 
quiet pampering interior will 
make you want to keep on driv- 
ing even after you have 
reached your destination. 

The 4.0 liter V6 pushes this 
cat to a cruising speed un- 
rivaled by other sedans. With 
245 hp and 289 foot pounds of 
torque, you would swear you 
were driving a sports car, yet 


there is no loud rumbles from 
under the bonnet, nor any 
rushing of wind, just a quiet 
power that is there just waiting 
for the driver to unleash it. 

I will admit that typically 
any vehicle that possesses four 
doors is usually shunned by 
me. However, I was so impres- 
sed with this Jaguar and its 
handling capabilities, I would 
put it in my top five cars that 
everybody should own in a 
lifetime. 1 know 60 grand is 
hard to swallow, but this car is 
certainly worth the 
consideration. 

At an as-tested price of 
$58,030, this XJ6 model came 
with everything except the 
kitchen sink. A 240 watt Alpine 
stereo with a 6-CD changer in 
the trunk, power seats and mir- 
rors, anti-lock brakes, tilt and 
telescoping wheel, security 
system, driver and passenger 
air bags, Connolly leather and 
walnut trim interior and a 
4-speed automatic 
transmission. 

Jaguar does give you a 
break on the costs of the car. 
Specifically in the operating 
costs. Surprisingly, this big se- 
dan gets 17 mpg in the city and 
23 mpg on the highway. Defi- 
nitely not an economy car, but 
vepr respectable for a car of 
this size and performance 
ability. 

So, if you have dreamed 
about driving the best, quit 
dreaming. Make it a reality 
and drive sedan excellence. 
Your right foot will thank you. 
Mine sure did. I wonder if Jag- 
uar gives any price breaks to 
members of the media?
